ners and "police authorities the coun- 
try over are hard pressed trying to 
solve this serious problem.

large cities are no' nearer the solu- 
tion than they were when, the matter 
first forced Itself to their attention. 
One-way streets, two-level roads, sub- 
divided truck and passenger car traf- 
fic, 
all sorts of-.control towers and 


otherf devices havo been 
considered, 


aTid even tried, yet congestion grows 
worse year by year. ' 


New Tork City—of all cities—has 


been hardest hit in this respect. In 
fact, traffic has grown so, "that park- 
ing in the downtown district—old New 
Tork—has been abandoned. Even this 
relief has been temporary, an'd now 
city officials face the same old, ques- 
tion of congestion. This time it Is not 
^so much a problem of where to put 
'the cars "of business men when they 
come downtown as it is how to keep 
them moving without delay. 


That this- is a serious problem may 


be deduced from the single fact that 
4200 autos pass Fifth avenue and 42d 
street—New Tork's busiest corner— 
each hour of the day's 10 liveliest 
vhours. 
Forty-two 
hundred 
autos, 


lined up end to end, would stretch 
along more than It miles. On Fifth 
avenue they go six abreast, three lines 
going north and three south. 


THE PROBLEM

This, 'in a less degree perhaps, is 


the 'problem of every growing com- 
munity in the country. Parking can 
be cared for, in one way or another, 
by underground parking stations, for 
example. 


But keeping

i~ut is trying out a new plan on the 
Boston Post Road, between 
Bridge- 


port and Nexv York. Instead of widen- 
ing the road the authorities will have 
,T parallel highway constructed. Pas- 
senger traffic will be confined to the 
old road, while trucks will be forced 
to use the new one. 


This plan may prove of great help 


in relieving country traffic 
conges- 


lion. But even doubling the width of 
most of our 
highways might 
be 


enough to open up the clogged lines 
of traffic along them.

others It is the bulwark of law en- 
forcement.

ness and professional men will gradu- 
ally cease to encourage illicit sale and 
recognize their obligation to uphold 
the structure of law and the constitu- 
tion. 'Whenever the speakers of the 
Anti-Saloon league as well as the gov- 
ernment go, they address their ap- 
peals to the upper classes in the com- 
munity—the poor man who was de- 
prived of his beer :s believed to have

Prosecutions are being carried on 


relentlessly. Plenty of funds are avail- 
able for the purpose. The states are 
being brought into closer cooperation 
with the federal 
government 
every- 


day P-resident Harming has not made 
an empty gesture in his call for a con- 
ference of governors. 
He plans to

York and New Jersey that what hap 
pens in tKe Keystone state is bound 
to become known across the Delaware 
river in short order. Jf Pennsylvania 
can be made dry, the skepticism ol 
some of the peoplex in the, other so- 
called "wet" states will not last long. 
That's the reasoning of the prohibi- 
tionists who are making their hardest 
drive in Pennsylvania with the state 
and federal machinery at their dispos- 
al 


And speaking of skeptics, there is 


a significant lesson to be learned about 
the power of the federal government, 
when it is once exerted, and that les- 
son concerns the traffic in dope. 


DOPE OFFERS PARALLEL 


Tf "bootleggers" are hard to catch, 


then dope peddlers are doubly diffi 
cult to apprehend. They operate even 
more clandestinely and with a skill 
fulness horn of years of furtive ex- 
perience. And what has been the rec 
ord 6f the federal government recent- 
ly? The statistics show an increase, in 
1922 of 65 per cent in the number of 
arrests and a 100 per cent increase in 
the number of convictions. 


Somo people have endeavored to 


show that the dope traffic ha* been 
stimulated by prohibition of tho sale 
of intoxicating liquors. Government 
officials say this is absurd. 
They 


argue that the number of addicts hasn't 
increased very much but that the 
prosecutions have been more vigor- 
ous because at last congress has ap- 
propriated enough money to enforce 
the law against peddlers of narcotics. 
There is a feeling also that the pub- 
licity which some newspapers have 
given to the done question has in- 
creased to some extent the users' of 
dope, because of the inevitable effect 
of lurid stories on the imagination of 
wcakminded people. Government of- 
ficials think there has been altogether 
too much said in print about dope 
and that more harm than good is done 
hy the irgument that painting the 
evils is a preventive. 
They think 


it works the other way and tempts 
many who would otherwise never hear 
about drugs.

Estimates have been 'printed from 


time to time that the number of drug 
users run from 750.000 
to 5,000.000 


Mr. Haynes. the prohibition commis-

States. 


There are two classes — thr-> criminal 
who must he taken rare of in institu-

physicians, relatives and friends. The 
courts are beginning to deal very se- 
verely with dope peddlers. Sentences 
have been as high as twenty years per 
individual. 
Limitation of production 


of done is another legislative policy 
which is expected to help the drug 
situation. 


The 
craving 
for drugs 
and for 


liquor is held to be se,parate nnd dis- 
tinct. 
Officials in the department of 


justice say they 
ca.nnot accept the 


theory that prohibition has increased 
the number of drug addicts because 
liquor has not been so scarce In the 
last two years that a. man with a des- 
perate thirst couldn't find a "bootleg- 
ger" somewhere or even make some 
If he needed it. 


It IIHS taken seven years to make 


the government enforcement machin- 
ery efficient in handling the drug traf- 
fic. 
Many prohibition officials think 


it will take s«v«n y«ar« to-handle the 
liquor problem as well. 
Prohibition 


Commissioner 
Haynes 
thinks 
the

of "bootlegging"

reached and that in ten years Ameri- 
ica will be relatively dry, that is vio- 
lations of the liquor laws will be re- 
duced to the same level as violations 
of other laws such as thievery, assault 
and fraud. 


CONFESSIONS HELP 


Confessions of the ring-leaders in 


"bootleg" operations are already help- 
ing the government. 
By 
turning 


state's evidence 
to save their own 


skins, gome criminals have implicated 
others. The government is constant- 
ly after the "bootlegger higher up." 
Once he.'is squelched the little fellow 
will be unable to get a regular sup- 
ply* The increasing dangers of "boot- 
legging," the chances of blackmail, 
the hazards taken 
in attempting to 


bribe officials who may at any mo- 
ment betray the violators cf the law, 
all this doesn't make the profit worth 
the risk, es ccially if good liquor be- 
comes scarce and the public gets fear- 
ful or diluted or poisoned whiskies, 
thus cutting down the volume of pur- 
chases. 


America will get drier and drier if 


the next administration follows in the 
footsteps of the present administra- 
tion for a system of prosecution and 
enforcement is being built up which 
is bound to get results especially as 
the states lend their cooperation. 


Whatever one thinks about the mer- 


its of prohibition' or about the wisdom 
or unwisdom of the laws now on the 
statute books, whatever one may hop? 
for in the way of modification, 
the 


pleasant or unpleasant truth is the 
arm of the law is drawing closer and 
closer and with the assistance of a. 
changing public sentiment in many 
communities is 
making 
substantial 


progress. 


THE "IMPOSSIBLE" 


Passage of a 
prohibition amend- 


ment to the.federal constitution looked 
impossible to thousands of people in 
wet states. But it came. 
Enforce- 


ment looks similarly impossible- to 
many of the same people. But it, too. 
is coming 
Whether the extinction 


of the whisky traffic will hasten the 
day of wines and beer can only be con- 
jectured. 
The "wets'1 or "liberals", 


as they like to call themselves, think 
absolute prohibition will bring back 
a light beverage for table use. The 
"drys" are convinced that once the 
law iS enforced the moral and econ- 
omic, benefits will become so deeply

President Harding's unexpected re- 


quest that the senate approve American 
representation on the permanent court of 
international justice at The Hague is the 
first step in reversal of Republican oppo- 
sition to the League of Nations. 
It is 


the beginning of entrance by the United 
States into the League itself. Mr. Har- 
ding 
may 
not realize it. may not 


intend it; Mr. Lodge may deny it 
and Republican politicians may 
scoff 


at the idea, but it is coming. 
Nothing 


can stop it for the. simple reason that 
the League is right in its fundamental 
purposes and is the only sane and practi- 
cal means ever proposed, or likely to be 
proposed, for promoting and enforcing 
•world peace. 


The court of international justice was 


established under the League of Nations 
covenant, and Mr. ROOT, the foremost 
statesman of the Republican party since 
Lincoln, helped to set it up under an ap- 
pointment he accepted 
from 
Former 


President AVilson. 
Tt has required only 


a short time to demonstrate the wisdom 
of its establishment, and it dors not tes- 
Hfy to the foresight and judgment of ''the 
Vattaliou of death" in the senate nor of 
the president himself that they rejected 
the court in the first instance and did not 
provide at the time it was set up for 
American membership., It wa^ as right 
and proper then as now for the United 
States to participate in this court, and 
it would ll-avff •donle sp but for the oppo- 
sition of men who are compelled at this 
late day to change front completely. This 
right-about face now shows up as a. part 
of the policy of obstruction to t-he Wil- 
son program by Lodge ^nd other parti- 
sans, and concurred in by President Har- 
ding for campaign purposes. It is-jjot a 
pleasing picture. 


Of course, much effort is made in con- 


nection with the preside.nt."s message to 
deny/ that what Mr. -Harding now asks 
'means American entrance into the League 
of Nalioits. But this cannot be taken se- 
riously. 
The president is still afraid of 


the bitter-enders and hp must placate 
them as long as he can do so successfully. 
The denial that this new move ha.s a wid- 
pr significance is only what the adminis- 
tration considers the better part o 
vf poli- 


tics. 
It is all subject to revision at any 


time the administration sees tit to go fur- 
ther. So far a,s Mr. Lodge is concerned, 
no one can pla^e any confidence in what. 
he says, and much less HI what he may 
or may not do. HP will follow the presi- 
dent in this instance merely because he 
considers it good politics to do so and not 
because he has any convictions on the 
subject. 


The decision to join the court of arbi- 


tration is not Mr. Harding" s decision. Tt 
has been forced on him by his secretary 
of state, who never at-any time has been, 
comfortable in the restraints' and inhibi- 
tions to which he has been subjected in 
foreign policy and in his natural lean- 
ings toward the League of Nations. 
To 


obtain this concession Mr. Hughes has 
had to go out of his way to manufacture 
a pica in justification and to build up a 
defense for the administration. It was 
necessary to sa.ve the administration's 
face, and the secretary of^statc has per- 
formed thjs service in a creditable man- 
ner. 


Thus we find that the -League of Na 
N- 


tione. which was voted dead and buried 
by the Republican party in the campaign 
of 1920, is very much alive and is ris- 
ing to plague it.

TUT! A HYPOTHETICAL 


QUESTION 


Two points o£ view are strongly held 


to th« exploration of Tutankhamen's 


tomb at. Luxor, Egypt. 
Archaeologists, 


fciitoriaoa and scientists generally main- 


tain that the excavations are justified by 
tho knowledge vfhich 
Avill be obtained, 


which already is secured, of persons andv 
customs of more than 30 centuries ago. 
Among laymen a pronounced opinion is 
asserted that the work is a sort of graVe- 
robbing. 


The Egyptian government has claimed 


titular interest in the discoveries and 
questions Avhether it should permit, them 
to be taken beyond the state bounda- 
ries. 
It^fcas signified, however, willing- 


ness to allow sonic of the valuables to be 
removed to other countries. 
No doubt 


it will be extremely difficult to placate the 
government. 
The value of the relics so 


far unearthed is estimated at many mil- 
lions, and both the government and Lord 
Carnarvon and his associates can afford 
to make a fair- division. 


Mr. "William Leach submitted a perti- 


nent hypothetical question'to the speak- 
er of the house of commons. Although 
it was not given to the house, the press 
published it. 
Mr. Leach asked: "Whe- 


ther the prime minister has received any 
requests from Egyptian citizens for per- 
mission to ransack the tombs of British 
Kings and Queens at "Westminster Abbey, 
or whether the British museum authori- 
ties have fctipula-ted that the relics, cof- 
fins and bodies shall be handed to them, 
and what reply he proposes to make.'' 


An answer must be given, that in^three 


thousand years from the present time, 
the world may be as much interested in 
the burial and the body of the British 
King as it is in those of Egypt, but the 
comparison 
hardly 
holds good for the 


reason that history today is preserved in 
great 
detail. Lord Carnarvon has ex- 


pressed a preference that the body of 
Tutankahem be left in the sepulcher in 
which it was found. 
"We think the" world 


concurs in this view, provided the secur- 
ity of the body can be guaranteed. Cer- 
tainly it would be a reflection upon our 
civilization to take this body out and put 
it in a glass case for public view. That is 
hardly anything more than ordinary grave 
robbing- 
The Luxor expedition is a pil- 


grimage to ancient Egypt, and that pil- 
grimage ought to end with the opposition of 
all the facts that can be obtained shedding 
light on the. history and customs of'that 
time, together with the careful preserva- 
iou of the relics discovered in the tomb. 


A PEST HUNT

had an oyster supper the other-night, to 
celebrate the triumphant conclusion of a 
big "pest hunt." The members iiad 
turned.'for a weelf. from literary pursuits 
to the pursuit of rodents and other farm- 
ing pests. They reported'sfaymg 1CK183 
sparrows. 2.059 mice. iOT rats. 14 weas- 
els, 8 hawks, and 6 owls; and boasted 
that they had saved the farmers of their 
township $25.000. 


Possibly they had. 
But anyone who 


has paid any attention to what the scien- 
tific students of animal and bird life have 
been saying in recent years about ''pests'' 
may doubt, whether that hunt was alto- 
gether successful. 
The sparrows, mice 


and rats can well be spared. 
But how 


about the weasels, hawks and owls which 
prey on sparrows, mice and rats? The owl 
especially is reckoned nowadays as a good 
friend of the farrncR. and many ornithol- 
ogists insist that the hawk does far more 
good than harm. 
, 


It would make a good subject for de- 


bate at the next meeting of that literary 
societv.

MISAPPLIED SANITARY PRECAUTIONS 


The modern practice of sanitation still' includes 


too many extravagant and useless rites. It Jjsstrange 
how reluctant the majority of health officers are 
about discarding obsolete and wasteful procedures 
and adopting more scientific metftpds for the pro 
vention of the spread of disease. The excuse un- 
blushingly offered by many of the political accidents 
who administer public health is that they fear the 
public may not approve a radical change, such as 
doing away with the old-fashioned stink-pot bus! 
ness, fumigation after contagious or infectious di- 
sease. 
' 
> 


The experience of well., protected communities over 


a^eriod of many years 'has proved beyond question 
Ifiat terminal fumigation has no positive value in 
the prevention of the spread of such diseases as 
scarlet fever, diphtheria and smallpox, yet some 
communities are spending good money for this use- 
iess rite. Xot only is it useless but rather danger- 
ous in effect because ignorant persons imagine that 
once an apartment has been fumigated there, is no 
onger any need for care to prevent the spread of 
disease, whereas the most efficient fumigation of the 
sickroom or the entire apartment or dwell»g does 
not warrant any such assurance. Disease is spread 
by persons or at least by animate carriers; and of 
course fumigation has no effect on the real agencies 
of infection. 


Regulations or ordinances dealing with the san 


ttary precautions which undertakers must use in 
the disposal of the body of one deceased of a con- 
tagious or infectious disease place an unwarranted 
burden of expense on the shoulders of the bereaved 
family and add not one iota of safety to "the public 
in any way whatsoever. For example, laws require 
a hermetically sealed casket for shipping such a 
body. That absurd demand rests on nothing more 
than superstition. 
The superstition is that some 


kind of etheral or indefinable miasm arises from 
the body and spreads through the air. a fancy which 
no sanitarian entertains for.a moment. 


When an outbreak of some communicable disease 


occurs in school it it still deemed an appropriate 
rite in some communities, to have the school room 
fumigated. Of course every one knows that tho di- 
sease is carried to school by one pupil and spread 
to others through personal contact or In the spray 
from nose and mouth. 
How fumigation of the 


schoolroom can alter that fact is a mystery, with 
which only an affable politician can grapple. It must 
be'a dirty sort of school that calls for fumigation. 
May be it is a case of bad conscience on tho part 
of the health officer, an eagerness to create a huge 
smoke screen and raise a terrible stench to keep 
folks from wondering where the health police were 
when the crime occurred. This practice of punishing 
the school room after the catastrophe may be pleas- 
ing to the less enlightened classes but in effect it is 
just about as sensible as singeing the cat's whiskers. 


Perhaps the performance of these Impressive rites 


gives the health officer a kind of dignity and im- 
portance (in his own estimation,) makes him *cem 
to earn his salary and all that port of thing.

Traditions Of Village 


International Good Will Is Ex 


hibited By Thousands Who 
Flocked To Germany To See 
Historic Drama After War 


\ 
Strange,as It may sound, tiie world 


' .renowned passion play of Oberammer- 


'gau is an evolution of dramatic and 
hUtrionlc ideas In which the nations 
of the earth had a part, particularly 
England and America.' In evolution 
the original purpose: flat or incre 
ment of life, is not changed but the 
channel, the vessel, the 
container 


may be eo modified through adaptation 
that the organism may present an en 
tlrely different spectacle. No country 
therefore will ever be able to present 
the passion play 
as the Bavarian 


peasants. It is the crystallization of 
centuries of purpose and noble ideal- 
Ism but with a pllableness and adap- 
tation, or to use a religious phrase, hu- 
mility, that has-given it a supremacy 
of conquest in-the hearts and minds 
of 
millions 
of people ,-who have 


watched it grow. The play may be 
reproduced in any country and might 
be mechanically correct but It would 
not have the mystic push with the 
whole geneology of events behind it 
•o remarkably 
exemplified 
In 
the 


peasant participants of the play. 


FIGHT REVISION 


The Oberammergau 
folk are great 


reslsters of the evolutionary idea. It 
can be safely said that every innova- 
4ion or every elimination °of any-part 
of the play has met the most -formid- 
able opposition on the part of the cfon- 
elervative wing; there have been de- 
bates until 3 o'clock in the morning 
whether changes should be made. The 
leaders have been jealous to guard 
the vows of "their fathers with much 
tradition that has, however, sooner 
or later yielded 
to the pressure of 


epectators who have silently and oth- 
erwise demanded that the play keep 
pace with modern 
progress. 
Even 


the purpose 
of the play has been 


changed, or better 
the gears have 


been shifted to carry a bigger load of 
ideas. The reader may know that in 
1633 a terrible plague devastated the 
villages and valleys of the Bavarian 
Tyrol. The little hamlet of Oberam- 
mergau was exempt, 
however, and 


the health officers of that day quaran- 
tined tho -village and would, not al- 
low any people to communicate with 
the outside world. A resident of the 
village .happened to be in a nearby 
town that was stricken and he, in a 
fit of homesickness, - broke through 
the cordon ajid brought the plague to 
Oberammergau. 
resulting in 
his 


death and 40 others. The villagers 
then took a solemn vow while gath- 
ered in a solemn assembly that they 
would every ten years live out the 
drama of Christ's suffering and death 
if the scourge should be staid. The- 
plague did not spread and novi the 
vow *ha» been, kept for nearly 300 
years. 


While this vow still is in the pur- 


pose o£ the Oberammorgau people yet 
the whole play lias been developing 
into the world brdtherhooil idea rath- 
er unconsciously and yet with a per- 
sistency that is apparent 
at every 


turn. Once it was really a Catholic 
play but it has outgrown that, too, for 
more 
Protestants 
attend 
it than 


Cat holies'in the {iggrogatc. There is 
not a distasteful thing in it to any In- 
telligent, sensible Protestant. Nor is 
it a Protestant play. It surely does 
not have the denorninationalism and 
secretarial!ism characteristic of much 
protestantism. It 
is a Christian 


dramatization 
in the highest sense, 


everlastingly 
\waHung 
toward tho 


goal of the universal qualities of' re- 
ligion that are larger than divisional 
linos. It agrees 
with what is writ- 


ten with tho host historical evidence, 
nnd historical criticism hn* 1x»«»n clip- 
ping it all along th« stacjo. There is 
no gulf between 
Catholics and Pro- 


testants. Tou never think of it when 
you see the play. For example in 1900 
they omitted 
the scene of Veronica 


handing Christ a towel on which his 
image was printed. The printed, im- 
age was far fetched. The incident is 
considered traditional 
also by even 


many Catholics. So it was left out. 
Mary, the mother of 'Jesus, is still at 
the Cross. It 
would be incomplete 


without her. 


^There have been many otfier modifi- 


cations. It may be well to record here 
that the government authorities have 
at times suspended the play. Passion 
plays have been traced back to the 
twelfth century^. 
The miracle and 


passion plays were the 
oldest 
folk 


drama. 
Frankfort on the Main in 


3501 put on a passion play. Nearly 
Jill Bavarian" villages had them In some 
form. These plays were quasi religious 
and degenerated in many 
quarters. 


How much that affected Oberammer- 


is not recorded but the govern- 


ment prevented the peasant folk of 
Oberammergau from performing-their 
vow until they petitioned for a re- 
prieve. The performance due in 1810 
did not occur till 1811. This had a 
tendency to rennovate the play. Onee 
it was crude"and had even vulgar 
things Jn it. 
The esthetic progress 


of the auditors, however, as well as 
the increased ethical sense cume with 
a mighty impact upon the whole pro 
tiuction. For example, years ago the 
seen* of Judas was carried out liter- 
ally. His body was seen dangling from 
the tree and then in some way it fell 
from the tree, the rope tearing and 
th$ body bursting apart. The scrip- 
tures refers to the; entrails 
coming 


forth and this was represented by a !ot 
of fiausages rolling forth. Now ,Judas 
Is seen approaching a tree with a rope 
and then the curtain drops. 


RETAIN REVERENCE

border* on absurdity or mirth thereby 


peeking to retain the oldtlme sincer- 
ity and reverence which aims to help 
the auditors to realize something great 
er than they possess at that moment. 


Once {he play was given in the cem- 


etery right outside the village church. 
But that became impractical because 
outsiders came in to see it. Original* 
ly It was given for the .inspiration 
and education of the pariah folk. 
It 


was always given out in the open and 
is to this day, at least in part. There 
is something real about religion in 
the open. When the celling gets ahold 
of religion it becomes narrow, cramped 
and parochial. 
Religion needs to be 


sky-ey. -That is what the passion play 
is. The participants are still out in 
the open. 
Once the auditors were 


without shelter but an enormous circu 
lar canopy covers the hearers now; in 
fact it Is the first thing that attracts 
you when arriving on 
the 
electric 


road, 
opeh; 


The end facing the stage is 
all the remainder is enclosed 


Structural steely with large girders 
like that^of a bridge has been used in 
constructing this elaborate canopy. The 
theatre stands in a meadow at the 
far end of the village and from every 
part of the auditorium you see a back- 
ground of the blue s)sy and the fir 
crowned hills., The setting is unforget-^ 
able. Tou may not forget 'the heat,' 
Either, on a hot summer day when 
there isx not much air between these 
Hills. In September we had blankets 
and were none too warm, for of course 
the place cannot be heated. When it 
rains the participants are exposed to 
the elements but the play goes on 
just the same only it must be hard 
on the elaborate costumes which are 
worn- 


BRINGS BIG PROFITS 


The whole mechanical arrangement 


of the theatre is tho product of the 
evolutionary process. 
The fame of 


the play had its rise in 1850" when it 
went beyond national borders. Large 
profits really began that year. In the 
eighteenth century the expenses were 
just covered and sometimes there was 
a deficit. Profits began in 1801 and 
tho surplus was used for embanking 
tho Ammer 
river, 
which becomes 


rather wild and turbulent in spring 
when the snow waters come from the 
mountains. The river is most pictur- 
esque and has yielded to the mighty 
hands of the modern engineers who 
have directed the course and make it 
turn a few water wheels here and 
there that are picturesque as well 
as useful. 
As the crowd*^ began to 


increase more room had to be provided 
for seating tho 
people. Also,

buildings for rehearsals had to be pro- 
vided.

iigid supervision and the parish now 
has charge of the entire financial ar-

ground.-*fJ>uilds tho additions, furnish- 
es the supplies, engages tho players 
and pays them a nominal sum, regu- 
lates the prices of admission, the prices 
of room and board; in fact coordinates 
everj thing in 
connection 
with 
the 


whole play. The Thomas Cook & Son 
tourist agency hnd charge of making 
all tho advance* bookings this season 
and they naturally make a big thing 
out. of it. This seems to be tho only 
safe way to get located, for they send 
you the alignment where you will 
be housed and all you do is to pay tho 
fee in advance and go to the spot on 
your arrival. Tour ticket shows tho 
date of performance, what you have 
paid, and on what conditions you are 
cared for. There arc not many hotels

for two or three years and there are 
whisperings and agreements long be- 
fore the voting is done. This is true 
of Christus, Mary, Judas and other 
prominent characters including Her- 
od \and Pilate. Johannes is always a 
young man. Christus is always tak- 
en for his saintly character as well 
as his appearance. No stigma Is at- 
tached to Herod or Pilate but the vil- 
lagers feel a sort of pity for such 
men and of course for Judas and Bar- 
abbas especially. Often men and wom- 
en play a role twice.

this year had speaking- parts in 1910. 


Some have been chosen three suc- 


cessive times in order to retain cer- 


tain traditions. The election occurs 
in October, tho year before tho play 
is given _and the'winter is marked 
with intense preparation.

whether tho passion play could be giv- 
en last year. The country was so im- 
poverished by war that the villagers 
felt for a while it was almost impos- 
sible to go ahead with it. Seventy-four 
villagers had given their lives in the 
war. A report had it during the war 
that Anton Lange had been called to 
cannon fodder in 1917 and Gertrude 
Atherton of England at once took up 
the task of preventing Laiige from 
going into the army saying that he 
Was no more fitted to go into the 
trenches than a woman was.
